I meet many Chinese. They nre flow- 
ing in by thouBftuds. I trust we may be 
enabled to bring the light of truth among 
them. They are well-conducted at present, 
and are an ndvalitnge as pioneers and con- 
sumers. I look upon them as a most inter- 
esting part of my flock, as affording an op- 
portunity of, through Ihem, reaching their 
dark home in Asia with the Gospel. These 
migrations of men are providential. God 
(liiects these people to a British land for 
His tilory, ill their conversion by the Church 
He has sent and planted here. I am very 
anxious to have special iiisiiuctots for them, 
and haveapjilied to the Society for llie I'rop- 
agation of ihe Gospel lo send missionaries. 

They are a funny people, and are full of 
gnoil humor and very frienflly.^ .Tbey respect 
iho English much. At one place I came to 
a pretiy bridue over a river. It had been 
built hyu Chinaman named Ah-Soo. He 
takes the toll-. On our approach he ran for- 
ward with tcool waters to drink and told us 
we were free of the bridge. " No Englishee 
pay over llie bridge, and no poor Chinaman.

THt INDIANS, FSEAGMIIIO , TO THE aiTAY- 
O.MRsi INDIANS BRiNClNG THEIR CHIL- 

UKBiN. 

I'^verywliere the Indians come about ua, 
and regard us as their friends. I have had 
some interesting gatherings, and have begun 
10 preacfi to llieiii in Chinook, which is a 
jargon, or trade language, understood by all 
Indian tribes to some' ex'lent. -* "Their own 
lansuages arn various. I have passed al- 
ready "through jieoplo who speak four 
larinuages. 

One inieresting scene I must relate: 
June 27 < — I had encamped near a village 
of Quayonie Indians. It was about five 
o'clock ; our meal was preparing. Indians 
be^aa to assemble. There were three old 
men in piirticular, who sat like sages — 
iirave and folemii ; there w;h waiting also 
a >marl-luokiii|,', middle-aged Indian, who 
wished lo 6e- me. It was llcielian, a chief- 
tain of the tribe, known by hi» magnificent 
voice. I addressed the Indian* assembled. 
I spoke of their Father in lleiveii, of His 
love, of Jesus ; a.--keil what became of tlietn 
when they died ; held up the Wjrd of Cod 
as given for them as well as us, &c. — 
llcoctian and Saeher, my own Indian inter- 
pfBeJ_tli;il i.M, B.xplained my Chinook, 
lioth at times were excited,, and.aeemed to 
enter lully inti/ the siilijeet. Sacher espec- 
ially tuuk up one of ttie -■'ins I bad named — 
dinnkeiine-s, and reininded them of the 
consequences. 1 ili.-inissed ll em alter a 
toiiching and interesting scene A short 
time after we hoaril a loud noise at the In- 
dian vilJiige. It was llcochan. His loud 
and clear vuico brought echoes from Ihe 
muiiiJtains, we could see his hgiire npuii 
risiiiL; irtouiiil, and distinclly heard liim re- 
pealin^i wlial I hail said. 

Tu .vards du.sk Indians began again to as- 
semble. One^brougbtn present of salmon, ^ 
woiiti, to sell at' this time,'lO.<." My two 
eompar.ioii ; were u-oue to some distance, 1 j 
WKtj alone Willi the Indians, who came up, 
one after ihe other iiiuibserved, except thai 
n.iW anu, Uicu a greater glare from ihe fire 
revealeil more faces. 

'J'he Indian is slealtliy in his movements. 
.Aiiiuiig olhiMs who h.id eoriie and lakeii a 
nil, iij prominent place, but wrapped this 
time ill tt blaukot, was llcoehun. 1 look my 
neat on a fallen tree in front ol him. 1 here 
was now a largo gathering. I stood up, and 
commenced obseivatioiis. 

Our talk was long; the evening gr.w 
darker, llie ilie hl.i^ed l)M;;liler. llcochan 
l.eiallle very e\. iled. lie .Mood up and, 
with great velieineiiee and gc!,-licii_liitria, le- 
ilorated my wor.is in (iuayome. The soeim 
was siriking. .My eonipaniuns relumed, 
as tlo'y approached they felt a slight alarm ; 
thi'v ilioiujiii there was trouble, and were 
niucii relieved to see mu sitting in the mid.sl 
ol llie ciri!l«i walehiiig Ileoeliaii. I was 
deeply inter ■^ll•d — indeed, allecled, lo see 
the evident impiussiua ujion these puiir In- 
diuns. 1 was also eager lu note the panlu- 
mine of gesture with wfiich llcochan'houghl 
lo none Ihe .spiiils of lii.i jieople. 

I ilieii lin.ii-lil leiu.ird the vitij.'cl of the 
education of their i bildieii. I iiMpiiri'd Imw 
many uhlldron then- wi re in ihe tribe. It 
was dillicult to iniike iheiii nndi r,--taiid ; al 
Iciiflb lliey appeared to eateh my ineaning. 
Tuo yoiiii'i< men started np, ciune iiir«iird, 
uod olh red to go. 1 siipiMi.-eil ihey • .'ni 
..,„ii:' I.I count the ehildien. rrehoiilly 
llii y I Mine biicli - there uiis ii di llicc 'ly. 
Instantly evuiy ouu liliuuted to put ihem >"i 

their iiiuule, and not boo dilfioully. llioy 
, onlencil, luid thou diirUid into iho dark- 

iiyss. 

In a lilll.^ lime IViini all iinarlers ii|i- 
ptoaehod aimo liidiaiiH. As they e.imo on 
ttia ground thoy took ihoir souls in rows. I 
poioulvoJ ovory one had u child, 1 dis* 
covered, 1 1 niy disniiiy, they hud luliundtir 
Mo id nil', ami l.iid been brinxiug tllO ohlld- 
run Ihiiiiii. IviM iiislnml of ihn number. It 
wii' pud I'l o'clock, and all Iheto |ioiir 
Ihmij.s hud been pnlle.l out ol bi'd ; niutit 
wuru naked- 'lUinii in thuir etadluK.

frontan brought n IlKlitod mould otndlo, and 



We concluded by singing the Evoiiing 
Hymn. A devotional and deep impression 
sat upon each and all, most striking to wit- 
ness. Reluctantly they took their leave one 
liy one. Every one shook hands j every 
litllu child was brought and hold out its lit 
tie hand. 

These incidents giye hope, at least, that 
any eflorts we make fur them will be well 
received. The plan I pronoso is to have — 
1st, acatechi t lo each village ; 2d, a mis- 
sionary clergyman over a district compris- 
ing several villages ; 3d, a central institution 
to which promising children may ha brought 
and then trained, and from whom may come 
aflerwards native catechists — perhaps, by 
God's grace, a missionary clergy. 

FEMALE C0I>I-EGIATE SCHOOL, 

I mentioned in n former letter my anxiety 
about the education of girls of the middle 
and upper classes. Lowe has this at present 
altogether in hand. JNly desire is to form a 
female collegiate school, where the best edu- 
cation can be given. Governesses cannot be 
had, nor coiilJ they be retained by private 
families. The institution^tnust-bfive, in tho 
first place, the right porson'for head. 

"\Vo may find soma competent, devoted 
Christian lady, who, for Christ's sake, would 
undertake this iiiinortaut work. The ex- 
cellent women alluded to in Mr. Garrett's 
letter would not, I think, find this their best 
lino. They would be admirably qualified 
for training native girls in the Indian iii- 
slitniion, which I hope may be established 
in time. I have made application to the 
Christian Knowledge Society for a grant to- 
wards the female collegiate school, for the 
building which will not cost less than £2000. 

1 hope to see it recognised as a blessing, 
not merely for these colonies, but for the 
many British subjects living all along the 
I'aeilic coast. We shall have children from 
California, .Mexico, the Sandwich Islands, 
wheie English parents ilesire for their 
children English habits, feeling, refinement, 
anil, above all, the pure andsober and evan- 
gelical religion nf England's Church.

It 18 from lhe:e we have received iho first 
start in our proKre.'i.s. From hor or throu^;h 
her we obtaiiieil popuhuioii atui cupitiil whwi 
praclioally we had none. Orei^on and 
Washiiiyloii Ti!rritori- havu iiided ttieao Col- 
onics ill a .siiialKir dt-yreo with holh those 
iiidispBasiblus. From ^1111 Francisco we 
draw the largest inoi.'ly of our supplies ; iiiid 
if ill the outslarl slie helped us with capital 
we have amply repaid her, ami besides be- 
como her principal foreign customer. 
Through her we have abo obtained our mail 
mailer. In fiiot,no one nor nothing scarcely 
from the great; world 'B&yo'liit,"-iSI»K' <feiv ex- 
cepiioiKs, could or cati roachius>w.ilhpi»t first 
payii.g iribule to Sun Franoisoo».i! For many 
years to. come she eannOl bai'niainta'in eiui- 
iiar relations to us which she has and does 
now occupy; If it is to her advaniaj^e to 
cultivate tho most intiniaie coinmoicial re- 
lations with us, i' is still more lo our uilvan- 
tage lo increase the facilities for travel ami 
tho transportation of mercliaiulize. 

Since the chan^^e in the mails from tho 
Coast lino to tne Overliuul route Irom .'Sacra- 
mento, we fiiul ourselves put to great Liicon- 
venienco ; and besides, the mail matter 
arrives in a very dilapidaled condition. 
Were there steam communication direct to 
San Francisco this general complaint made 
latterly would oetisej.in a material deyree. 
But the great point taba^ attained by direct 
oomraunifcalion is'toishorlen tho lime be- 
twoea San Ftniicisco and' Victoria ; to make 
the trips regularly,arul carry passengers and 
freight cheaper. It stands to reason that if 
a good steaiiaer can make ihe voyage in three 
days direct, instead of four oi- six days na

Tho gentleman's pio- 
positioa Ls for our ciliaens lo sutiscribe u 
thousand dollars per month; and from 
present iiulicalions, wo believe, it will be 
easily raised. If lhat can be done, we un- 
derstand that the Labouchere will be put 
on and make. 8«mi-iaonihly trip*. Steam 
direct is a matter of such importance that 
wo hope no delay will bo made in accom- 
pliiihing it. Now is the time to gel the miners 
inl{>lhioountry. . They will then have the 
whole season before them, wilh more ad- 
vantages than any year since the' discovery

Human Bonks BI||nd.— A Mystery.-— 

Yesterday afternoon, Mr. \Vm. IMiUiiigton, 
of Ksquimalt, on liis way to town discovered 
a iiiuTiber of bones lying behind the largo 
rock, known as I'oinburton's Folly, at the 
junction of iho Craigllower and Esquimalt 
roads. After e.\arnininH them closely he 
arrived at the conclusion that they must bo 
the remains of a human being, and straight- 
way proceeded to the police barracks and in- 
formed the authorities. Superintendent 
Smith, accompanied by officer Welch, iin- 
niedialely repaired to the »pot indicated, 
and fuuiiil tlie bones partly in a tin can 
and partly on the ground. A piece of 
white muslin about two yards in length, 
which had evidently been used to wrap 
them in, was also found. A cover be- 
longing to the can lay by its side, 
and a piece of cordage, about 30 feet in 
length, was under it. From the position of 
the vessel, it is supposed that the party de- 
positing them in the place, where they were 
found, hadthi^oivn it ^bra him and that the 
cover had fallen off, thereby causing a p»r- 
tion of the bones lo roll out. They borethe 
appearance of having jia.ssed through fire, 
as if the flesh had been burned from them. 
It is thought by the ollicers that a murder 
ha.s been committed and the body burned to 
hide the horrid crime. 15y some they are 
suppose,! to be the remains of Rowe|the sur- 
veyor, who disappeared so mystcriou.sly from 
the Koyiil flutel last week. The Superin- 
tendent and uliicer Welch, last night made 
diligent search for some information that 
would lead to a cl«aring-up of the mystery, 
but without success. Some light may be 
thrown on the tnatter to-day.
